with spreading limtf, the best time is 
when time and labor Is available to 
haul and spread it 


Lime' gives its greatest benefit when 


applied to land which Is to be seeded 
to clover or alfalfa. If the land Is to 
be plowed, put on lime after plowing. 
It It is to be disked only, put it on 
before disking. At any rate, work it 
well into the soil, but do not plow 
It under. Lime never works up, tt 
always works, down. 


If clover is to be seeded the next 


year after corn, the corn land may be 
limed and then disked after the corn 
is off. Lime on sandy soil is likely 
to show beneficial results on corn the 
first year. If pat on corn land it will 
be well worked info the soil during the 
cultivating of the corn and the lime 
will have a chance to neutralise a 
good deal of the acid before the clo- 
ver is planted. 
This makes results 


more sure than if the lime is put on 
Just before the clover seed Is put In. 


If the 1*21 corn is to be followed by 


oats and clover «next year, farmers can 
safely pat lime on their corn this year. 
Corn on Newton Field, 111., showed a 
23 per cent increase In the crop from 
liming. Soy beans showed a 85 per 
cent Increase. 


Some farmers seed their rye to clo- 


ver In the spring. In that case, lime 
may be applied to the land before seed- 
ing the rye. or after seeding It. If 
applied after seeding it should be well 
dragged in the spring. Ground lime*

^is part of the state where it wil 
be the most cenrtally located in the 
potato belt. At Rice Lake he is un- 
able to purchase the quantities of po 
tatoes desired for starch purposes 
and the present high freight rates 
make it prohibitive for him to ship 
;bem there, it is said. 


Commenting on the industry which 


.nay locate in the Portage county vil- 
lage, the Amherst Advocate says: 


"Should he locate in Amherst, there 


s no question of an adequate supply 
it potatoes to run the factory. The 
starch manufacturers buy all of the 
jnder-sized and cull potatoes as well 
is frost bitten ones for starch pur- 
poses and to have a factory here 
would be a great boon to the fat-m- 
ars, who each year in this big potato 
growing section, haul thousands of 
bushels of these 
culls onto their 


farms or use them for stock 
feed, 


when if hauled to the starch factory 
Ihoy would bring in much ready cash.

claims the reward of $50 offered for 
the arrest of Edward J. Largett, es- 
caped convict who made a getaway at 
the prison "honor camp" at Taychee- 
dah. near Fond du Lac. on April 23, 
and who was taken into custody at the 
Junction late Friday afternoon. 


Mrs. Watts, who with* helr^husband 


conducts a restaurant at Junction City, 
was aboard Soo line train No. 5 Fri- 
day afternoon, and recognized Larg- 
ett, who was also a passenger on the 
train. 
She formerly resided in Osh- 


kosli and remembered him from hav 
mg seen him there. Knowing that the 
man was being sought by the author- 
ities, she notified Marshal Frank Ze- 
linskl immediately after leaving the 
train, and the latter accosted Largett 
In the depot at the Junction. When 
Largett denied his identity both to the 
marshal and to Mr. Watts, Mrs. Watts 
was called back to the station and 
called Largett by name. He did not 
reply to her statement Sheriff John 
A. Berry was then called on the tele- 
phone. Mr. Toyer reporting what had 
transpired In behalf of Mr. Zellnski. 
Ltrgctt wan brought to Stevens Point 
on a night train by Messrs. Zellnski 
and Voyer. hts wife, who was with 
him on No. S and also at the Junc- 
tion, accompanying him there.

Edward J. Largett, object 
of a 


state wide search instituted by the 
authorities of the Wisconsin state 
prison nt Waupun following his es- 
cape from the prison "honor camp" 
at Taycheedah. near Fond du Lac, 
on April 22, was taken into custody 
by Deputy Sheriff A. L. Voyer at 
Junction City late Friday afternoon. 


Largett, who had been in hiding 


at Oshkosh, wliere his parents reside, 
since his escape, boarded Soo line 
passenger train No. 6 at the State 
hospital, north of Oshkosh, Friday 
morning, accompanied by his wife, a- 
former Stevens Point girl. He plan- 
ned to go to Wisconsin Rapids via 
Junction City. 


Larg'tt Recognised 


After Largett and his wife had left 


the train at Junction City • former 
Oshkosh resident, Harry Watts, man- 
ager of a restaurant at Junction City 
owned by A. L. Voyer, recognized 
Largett. He reported this fact to Mr. 
Voyer, who immediately took Lar- 
gett 
into 
custody. 
When Lar- 


gett refused to admit he waa the 
man wanted, Mr. Voyer called up 
Sheriff John A. Berry 
in Stevens 


Point, who informed Mr. Voyer that 
notices had been sent out offering a 
reward of $60 for the arrest of a man 
who answered the description of the 
one held at Junction City. 
Under- 


sheriff Manual Berry 
and 
County 


Clerk A. E. Bourn then started out 
i>y car for Junction City, but found 
the road Impassable on account of 
the high water. They returned to the 
city and Mr. Voyer was instructed by 
telephone to bring Largett here, 
which he did on an early train Sat- 
urday, Largett's wife 
accompany- 


ing him. 


On arrival at the jail Largett still 


maintained that he was not the es- 
caped prisoner. After he had been 
placed in a cell and Sheriff Berry had 
an opportunity to talk to his wife, the 
latter admitted his identity. 
The 


sheriff pointed out to Mrs. Largett 
that it was useless to try to shield 
her husband as he had no chance of 
getting away. 


, Tells Hie Story 


When a representative of the Jour- 


nal called at the jail Saturday to 
interview Largett, the totter was en- 
joying a visit from his wife. Largett 
told his story without hesitation. He 
said be was sentenced on September 
23, 1920, to two year* in the state 
prison for larceny, having been found 
guilty of the theft of $190 worth of 
[tousohold goods from a storage house 
at Oshkosh. 
He had served about 


six and one-half months at the pri- 
son when he was transferred to Tay- 
iieedah as • member of the prison 
rew engaged in the construction of 
the state reformatory for girls. On 
April 23 he waa caught 
trying 


to escape, and as a result waa start- 
ed back to Waupun, riding in • ear 
with the superintendent of the camp. 
When the car reached Fond du Lac 


Largett jumped out and made his M> 
cape. 


Lsrgett's wife had been living with 


his parents at Oshkosh, and he went 
there following his escape. Accord- 
ins; to his story, he remained in Osh- 
kosh until Friday, when, with his 
wife, he went to State Hospital to 
board Soo line train No. 0. He hoped 
to get work nt Wisconsin Rapids, he 
said. 


Largvtt, who is 27 years of age, 


lived in Stevens Point at one time. 
In discussing the crime for which he 
was sentenced to prison, he said an- 
other man was implicated, but that 
he had protected him. 


Back to Prison 


The state prison authorities were 


notified of Largett's arrest and he 
was taken back to Waupun Saturday 
night.

DAIRYMEN 


Secretary Chris J. Schroeder, of the 


Wisconsin Farm Bureau Federation, 
Is organizing farmers' sentiment in 
support of a bill which is now before 
the assembly to prohibit the manufac- 
ture and sale of "filled milk" in Wis- 
consin. Earl Carley. president of the 
Portage County Holsteln Breeders' as- 
sociation, and of the Buena 
Vista 


creamery, has been appointed to se- 
cure an expression of opinion from 
dairymen in Portage county. He is 
now circulating petitions among mem- 
bers of various dairy and breeders as- 
sociations requesting the enactment of 
the bill. 


"Filled Milk" Is a compound com- 


posed of condensed skim milk and 
vegetable fats sold under various trade 
names, such as. Hebe, Nutro, Silver 
Key, Carotene, etc. The danger that 
lies in the general sale of "filled milk" 
is in the fact that by substituting co» 
coanut oil and butter fat it is made 
very deficient in the elements known 
as vltamines which are necessary for 
healthy growth, particularly in the 
case of infants and children as has 
been, established by eminent authori- 
ties, and that lit is being sold as a 
substitute for evaporated or condensed 
milk which does contain these neces- 
sary elements. 


Dairymen and others interested in 


the public welfare feel "that in being 
able to obtain imitations and substi- 
tutes for condensed or 
evaporated 


milk, the public la having perpetrat- 
ed upon it a fraud, and even if no 
fraud be intended by the producers, 
the door is open for unscrupulous 
dealers to perpetrate such a fraud on 
the public, and these substitutes have 
been and are now being sold for hu- 
man consumption, lacking the neces- 
sary growth promoting elements."

The senator under 
the decision is left free to serve out 
his term, the sentence committee In- 
vestigating the Ford-Newberry election 
having determined that there was no 
fraud in the count of the vote. New- 
berry and bis associates were convict- 
ed under the federal law which pro- 
vides that not more than 110,000 shall 
be spent in any "one senatorial cam- 
paign. It was charted that the sena- 
tor and campaign managers spent at 
least 1100,000 to win the election. Ag- 
gregating deposits of the Newberry 
campaign committee were claimed to 
be $178,857.20. Originally 134 persons 
were Indicted but only 17 were con- 
victed.

One of the greatest Issues which

by the Chamber last year for use on that Stevens Point needed a new hotel 


was conceded by all, but how beet to 
secure due waa the conundrum. 


It appeared that tuts matter had 


been dlacujwd from tinw to ttnte cov- 
ering a period of three or four year*, 
but no tangible solution found, and 
as this isiue was on the Chamber's 
program of work It wa* up to your 
secretary to solve the problem. The 
first thing to be done was to make a 
careful survey of the situation to ver- 
ify the popular belief that more rooms 
were needed. This was done and It 
was found that Steven* Point had 
approximately one hundred and fifty 
less hotel rooms today than were 
available a few years ago. whilst the 
population during that period had in- 
creased nearly one third. 


The realization that a new hotel was 


needed was one thing; the construc- 
tion of a building to fill the want, an- 
other. But here again your Chamber 
had the resourcefulness, energy and 
confidence to meet the demand, and 
through Its activities and Initiation a 
modern 120 room hostelry will be 
erected on the Jacobs' site before an- 
other year has paeeed.

ROADS 
*»^ 


A review of the questionnaires re- 


turned last year showed an over- 
whelming percentage setting forth that 
one of th* first things the Chamber 
of Commerce ought to undertake waa 
the construction of good roads leading 
to the city. . This indicated and was 
interpreted as a demand that consid- 
erable time would have to be spent on 
this phase of the Chamber's activities; 
but how best to go about it was anoth- 
er situation. The 
Chamber

could not construct these roads, and 
had to tackle the problem from ;i va- 
riety of viewpoints. It is gratifying to 
roport that through your Chamber's 
efforts much lias been accomplished 
toward hastening this work. 


Prominent outside speakers

brought in to deal with the question. 
Newspaper articles wore published; 
jour County Hoard appealed to and at 
this date -ae are pleased to report that 
approximately eight miles of concrete 
roads will be laid this year of which 
nearly two miles is already completed. 


We wish to take this opportunity of 


expressing to our County Board of 
Supervisors our appreciation of the 
stand they took in this mutter and 
their aggressiveness in pushing the 
work to completion.

W. W. Greg^oiy, which gentlemen solic- 
ited funds from the businessmen, the 
catastrophe was averted and as an as- 
surance of success the trail is being 
maintained over its present route.
